A tax of about $1,300 has been as- 


sessed tor 1007 by the State against 


"1 the Yougb. Bridge Company of Con- 


nellsville^ 
The company refuses to 


lay this tax on tho ground that the 
bridge, having been bought by the 
countj, the luttor: should toot the bill. 
This will be done, but the county In- 
tends to 
BUG the company for the 


sum, holding It has a clear and ex- 
plicit contract by which, the bridge 
was to be turned over to the county 
"free oE all debts 
and 
liabilities" 


Notice ol the tax was not sent by the 
State authorities until November, a 
month, after tbo delivery of tho bridge 
to the county. The bridge people hold 
that this lets them out. But County 
Attorney Hopwood sajs no, that the 
State's notices 
of 
assessment are 


never sent out until the end of the 
year, and that In this case the no- 
tice covered a liability of the bridge 
which existed at the time it was turn- 
ed over to the count}, honce the 
bridge company must pay It. If not 
voluntary, then by process ot 
law 


Mr. Hopwood has arranged with the 
Auditor General of the 
State that 


hereafter tho bridge assessment shall 
be only the nominal 
sum of ?1,000, 


which -will mean a. tax of about ?40 


"The old stockholders of tho Yough- 


iogheny Bridge Company 
have 
no 


more to do >lth paying the State 
taxes on the bridge property for the 
year 1908 than you have," said 
a 


former officer o£ that company who 
was one of the 
principals 
In 
the 


negotiations or the, sale of. the bridge 
company stock to the county. 


"We agreeMi to turn over the stock 


ol the YougbJogheny Bridge Company 
to the County Commissioners lor a 
sum agreed upon, the delivery to be 
made October 1, 1907, at which time 
the company -was to be free of all in- 
debtedness. The State taxes now un- 
der controversy were iiot assessed, un. 
til the first Monday In November, a 
full month after we had transferred 
the stock and the property to the 
County Commissioners and they had 
assumed control of It. 


"We received notice from the State 


to render for taxation, but as such, re- 
turns have to be made out by the 
President and Treasurer, the papers 
were sent, back to tho Auditor General 
with the Information that' they should 
be sent to the Commissioners or their 
representatives. Out connection with 
the matter ceased and determined 
October 1. We paid all ot the com- 
pany", debts ant) obligations up to that 
time. We fulfilled our agreement to 
the letter, and we resent any In- 
sinuations to the contrary. 


"I do not think the Utate ought to 


tax the freo bridge, and the State au- 
thorities 'seem to so Indicate, but It 
seems plain to me that the present 
holding interests did not look after 
the matter last November as they 
should, and that their failure to do 
so then has caused all their trouble 
now."
